NEOCOLONIALISM 
IN SHIPPING 


Developing countries have re- 
peatedly expressed dissatisfac- 
tion with the high freight 
charges fixed by Western ship- 
owners, since these hinder the 
development of their foreign 
trade and cause them consider- 
able economic damage. 

Handling about two-fifths of 
world merchant marine cargoes, 
the developing countries ac- 
count lor only one-seventh of 
the world merchant shipping 
tonnage, four-fifths of which be- 
longs to the Western powers. 
That Is why the latter dictate 
shipping terms which are obvi- 
ously unfavourable for the de- 
veloping counlrles, 

First of all, this concerns 
freight rates. As a rule, freight 
charges for shipping between 
the developing countries, and 
from developing countries lo Ihe 
West, are much higher than, say, 
between Wes tom Europe and 
North America or freight charges 
for Western exports to the de- 
veloping countries. Derides, the 
same snipping line fixes much 
higher freight rale for carrying 
the wares of developing coun- 
tries than for shipping Woslarn 
goodir According to UNCTAD 
experts, Ihe share ol freight In 
the final price of goods export-

ed from iho United 5lates, Wash 
ern Europe and Japan amounts 
to, on tho average, five per 
cent, whereas for the develop- 
ing countries this share amounts 
to ft per cent. II also some- 
times happens that the poorer 
Ihe country and Ihe more de- 
pendent It Is on marine tran- 
sport, Ihe highor the rate Im- 
posed on It. Latin American 
counlrles pay up nine per cent 
of the price of their goods 
shipped and the countries In 
Oceania — as much as 12 per 
cent. 

Tho economic damage Is not 
confined to the high freight rate 
alone. The situation which has 
emerged In world shipping has 
separatod producers In develop- 
ing counlrles and the eventual 
consumers In the Industrialized 
slates. To their muhial disadvan- 
tage, (he transnational corpora- 
tions often Interpose between 
them by strongly influencing Ihe 
pricing of goods produced by 
the developing countries. As a 
result, the producers of Iron ore 
eventually receive only ten par 
cent of the price of steel, those 
who produce bauxites — fen 
per cent ot alumlplum; only 
30 to 40 per cent of packed 
tea go to tee producers, 
etc. On the whole, the transna- 
tionals earn between titty and 
one hundred thousand million 
dollars a year on operations 
like this. 

Finally, It Is Important for a 


competitor to deliver tils goods 
to tho markol in time, which Is 
another aspect of neocolonial- 
ism. Both the transnationals and 
the shipping monopolies they 
are associated with obviously 
discriminate against producers In 
developing countries by treating 
as priorities cargoes and goods 
from tholr subsidiaries In the 
"third world". Oil is a most 
striking oxample. In 1983 and 
1984, the world has experi- 
enced an oil glut. In 
this situation It has boon 
and still Is vitally Import- 
ant lo be Iho first to deliver 
oil to the buyers. The TNCs, of 
courje, take the lead Here, since 
half of the oil shipping business 
Is part ol the Internal activities 
of their firms, Crude oil Is 
shipped by 11Z companies In 
17 Western countries end only 
by 18 shipping companies In ten 
developing counlrles. Petroleum 
products are carried by 132 
shipping companies In 18 West- 
ern countries and by only 26 
companies In 12 developing 
stales. As e result, most of the 
oil on the market Is first offered 
by the same Western monopo- 
lies which possess tanker fleets 
of their own, while the national 
oil companies of the newly In- 
dependent stales, with very 
small tonnage, got to the market 
lafer and therefore sustain con- 
siderable losses. 

The developing countries have 
ho Intentions of coping with 


this situation. They ero setting | 
up Heats of their own, Joining 
forces to set up collective shipp- 
ing companies. Much his been 
done In this direction by India, 
tho Philippines, Kuwait, Libya, 
Algeria, Egypt, and Latin Amer- 
ican countries. However, organ- 
izing a fleot Is a ralher costly 
affair. Besides, theso national 
fleets aro constantly experienc- 
ing discrimination from associa- 
tions of Western shipowners. 
They are not allowed to attend 
liner shipping conferences which 
assist lines with ihe heaviest traf- 
fic. This means that thair national 
Heels do not have complete In- 
formation about tho market and 
are therefore forced to look 
for cargoes and to resort lo cost- 
ly brokerage. UNCTAD exports 
admit that companies from de- 
veloping countries find it high- 
ly difficult, and sometimes Im- 
possible, to get shipping orders. 

In order to revorso this situa- 
tion, UNCTAD workod out In 
1976 a Code of Conduct for the 
liner shipping, on Ihe Initiative 
ol developing and socialist 
counlrles. The most Important 
provision of the Code is the 
right if gives each developing 
country to reserve up (o 40 
per cent of Its shipping for ID 
national fleet. The Code, which 
has been ratified by 59 coun- 
tries, has come Into effect. How- 
ever, the problem Is that, apart 
from West Germany and Hol- 
land, no other Western country 
observes It. Thorefore, It regu- 
lates the operation of only 29 per 
?ent of tho world marine shipping. 
The leading maritime powers of 
the West continue to Ignore the 
provisions. They stubbornly re- 
sist having a UN debate on the 
regulation of the so-called 
"open registration fleets”, which 
formally fly the (legs of Panama, 
Liberia, Honduras and a number 
ol smelt nations but 86 par cant 
of which actually belong to 
TNCs. This makes shipping more 
chaotic — all to the advantage 
of the monopolies. v .

Theso are Iho queslluns to which 
exhaustive answers have been sought, through- 
oat Uioir history, by all those who work In youth 
theatres, think delegates and guests attending 
the Oth General Assembly of the International 
Association for Child reu's and Youth Theatre 
(ASSITE7) now going on In Moscow. 

One can only approach the solution of prob- 
lems set before the creative workers el the 
children's theelre through experiments In dally 
activities. This exactly Ihe way the Riga Youth 
Theatre, one ol the seven professional theatrical 
companies In Latvia's capital {many of Us pro- 
ductions generate healed debates end repercus- 
sions throughout the couni ry| go about It. 

Adolf Ssplro, tho company's art director, ta 
IJe renowned leader at the Riga Youth Theatre 
(his teacher was Professor Marie KnebBl of the 
A. V. Lunacharsky State Institute ot Dramatic 
ArlJ whom tho Soviet playwright, Alexei Arbu- 
xov, described as one ol tbit country's best art 
directors. When be first came to tho Riga Youth 


Theatre at the age of 25, Ssplro Immediately 
declared his artistic programme In an arlldo, 
"Youth Theatre vs Youth Theatre" lu the maga- 
zine 'Teetr". In It, Ihe young art director ex- 
pressed the view that a youth theatre should be 
regarded as seriously os adult theatre. 

It Is au Important duty ol a youth theatre to 
make children vividly recall each meeting with 
Its art several years later, says Sapiro, recalling 
Dostoyevsky's belief that goad training comes 
from a good memory of one's childhood. 

Reasoning In this manner, Sapiro has devoted 
a great deal of attention to the repertoire. His 
debut ou the stage of Ihe Riga Youth Theatre was 
Maxim Gorky's play, "The Last Survivals". The 
production ol the "serious" classic, which was 
then regarded as a prerogative of adult Iheatre, 
provoked a heated discussion wbich was joined 
by theatrical workers and teachers. An outcome 
ol this artistic debate is that sixty youth theatres 
in tills country now play Shakespeare and 
Mollfcre, Dostoyevsky and Chekhov, Gogol and 
Tolstoy. 

Apert from Russian and foreign classics, the 
Riga Youth Theatre stages Latvian classics, such 
as Jauts Ralnls and Rudolfs Blaumanis, In recent 
years, tho art director has been keen on roman- 
tic drama sneb as “Peer Gynt" by Henrik Ibsen, 
which the company stages without any abridge- 
ment In two nights and "Der Prlnze von Homburg" 
by Heinrich von Klelst. At the moment the latter 
Is only performed by Ihe Riga Youlb Theatre. A 
serious conversation about Ufa and Its problems 
Is impossible without modern drama. That Is why 
Iho theatre has always staged with grant plea- 
sure such major masters of Soviet theatre as 
Alexei Arbuzov and Viktor Rozov, Latvian play- 
wrights like Gunsrs Prlede and Pauls PutnlnS as 
well as young authors like Alexander Cbervlnsky 
and Ludmila Pctrushevskays who are highly 
regarded by the audience. 

Yet 11 Is not only the choice of literary material, 
(and Iho company Is treating this matter very 
seriously), that accounts (or tho success o! tho 
plays staged by the Riga Youth Theatre whose 
plays attrscL people not only from Latvia but 
also from all over thU country. The company 
■Iso owes Its popularity to Its theatrical Interpre- 
tation ol Ihe material at a level where all the 
people Involved— tho art director, the actors, the 
artist aud the composer — are seeking to find 
new metbode lor a more precise expression of ■ 
play's message.
